Two-and-a-half million non-Jews 
should at least be able to hold their own against 118,000 Jews—assuming 
the vicious and foolish idea that trade and commerce are to be conducted 
on religious lines. Dr. Lomer tells us that the high schools of Berlin 
already tell a tale of the prevalence of education among Jewish children. | 
One-ninth of the Roman Catholic children of Berlin attend the 
higher grade schools, one-seventh of the Protestant children also 
attend these schools, but no less than two-thirds of the Jewish 
children of the German capital receive the higher education, 
Throughout Germany, we are told, the Jews form little more than 
one per cent. of the total population, but twenty per cent. of 
the children in the higher grade schools of the country are Jews, The 
same predominance of the Jews, it is added, is evident at the German 
Universities. Among the Roman Catholies 13 per 10,000, and among the 
Protestants 25 per 10.000 receive a University education, but among the 
Jews no fewer than 60 per 10,000 receive an academic training. More 
than half the doctors and lawyers in Berlin, we are assured, are Jews, and 
the same numerical predominance can be noticed in most great German 
cities. The Jews, in addition, predominate as University professors, as 
teachers, as newspaper men, as artists and architects—in short, all brain- 
work professions. Yet if we look at the official figures quoted by Mr. 
Rosenbaum, we find that the entire number of Jews engaged in professions 
and military and public services is only 16,000,as compared with 1,451,000 for 


‘all classes. It is true that there are 4.583 Jews in the medical and allied 


professions. But if the Jewish population were offered the same prospects 
of adyancement in the law and the army as the rest of the inhabitants this 
number might not. be so large. For the rest, it is surely a poor complaint 
against a people that it is eager for education, and certainly this com- 
plaint consorts ill with another charge that is sometimes hurled against 
the Jews-—-the charge of lowering the standard of life... The answer that 
ought to be made to the eritieisms of men like Dr. Lomer is that the best 
wav of meeting Jewish competition is not by inviting the race: to commit 
suicide by inter-marriage, but by levelling up the aspirations of the rest 
of the population to-those of the Jews. That the German Jews are in every 
sense of the word devoted to the interests of thé Fatherland, and therefore 
a valuable asset in the State, may be gathered from the faet that about

one in 1i0ot the male Jewish population is in the military and naval 
services, as eompared with only one in 171 of the general population.

The theortes propounded by Sir James Crichton-Browne on the 
Fish. subject of fish will be extremely welcome to Jews. For years 

the race has subsisted to an almost abnormal extent on fish. It 
has not done so of set purpose—there is very little in its history which 
has been performed in deliberate fasbion. It stumbled blindly on what 
we are now told is the right course, or possibly was forced to partake so 
largely of fish owing tothe difficulties attendant upon a supply of kosher 
meat. The partiality of Jews fora fish diet appears in Bible times, for 
Nehemiah found it necessary to testify against the. purchase of fish on the 
Sabbath day. Be all this as it may, Jews, having found the right course, 
have held to it with characteristic tenacity. In particular they have 
elaborated the frying of fish into something like an exact science, if not a 
fine art. Sir James Crichton-Browne declared that one encouraging fact 
in connection’ with the tish-food question was the growth of the 
fried-fish shops ih our midst. but Jews can elaim that the 
fried-fish shop is amongst them a cherished institution and has been 
forages. Deeades of inherited experience have given the Jewish house- 
wife an unapproachable reputation in the handling of fish and its prepara- 
tion in all forms for the table. Her reputation has spread far and wide 
and not feast among the wondering Gentile, while fish itself has become 
an indispensable element in our life and almost an inseparable part of 
Jewish observance. Those who used to taunt the Jewish aliens with 
lowering the standard of existence, were ignorant of the example which 
these people were setting to the English poor in the choice of food. So 
far from dragging down the level of life, they were in this, as indeed 
in many other respects, tending steadily if unconsciously to raise it. 
The orator of the medical profession whom we have «quoted, tells us that 
“the comparative immunity of the Jews from tuberculosis must be attri- 
buted, perhaps, in some measure to ethnic qualities and to several special 
features in their habits of life. But the large extent to which fish 
entered into their dietary, and especially into that of the children, 
must be noted in this connection.” After this, Jewish-fried fish will. 
perhaps, be treated with more respect than it has sometimes received. 
Perhaps, too, that respect will be extended to the evenings and the days 
with which fish will remain amongst us for ever associated 


OBITUARY. 


Dr. ISIDOR LOEWE, Berlin. 


The death oecurred in Berlin on Saturday of Privy Commercial Councillor 
Dr. lsidor Loewe,in his 62nd year. The deceased was the second son of a Jewish 
school-teacher and a younger brother of the well-known politician, Ludwig 
Loewe. He joined his brother as director of the firm of L | 
Co., which at first manufactured sewing-machines, but afterwards. mun:- 
tions of war. The deceased was also connected with a number of 
other important industrial enterprises, and was interested in automobilism 
and aviation. He took part in the flight of Zeppelin’s airship ‘ Deutsch- 
land” from Friedrichshafen to Diisseldorf. He was a personal friend of the 
German Emperor, who deferred to his advice on industrial questions. 
Loewe once figured as prosecutor in a libel action against the notorious 
anti-Semite Ahlwardt, who was sentenced to five months’ imprisonment.

Jewish Immigration to Canada.—-Extraordinary Report.

This regulation will render them liable to be summarily 
deported in the same manner as Chinese, Japanese, and Hindoos, unless they 
are in possession of the sum of 200 dollars per head, Jews already domiciled 
here are naturally indignant over this decision, and vigerous protests have 
been forwarded to Sir Wilfred Laurier.—Montreal -Correspondent — of 
Liverpool Courier.” 


Dismissal of the Governor of Jaffa. 
‘From our Correspondent. | 
CONSTANTINOPLE, 

At a recent meeting of the Municipal Council of Jaffa, of which the 
heads of all the elements of the population are members, the Governor 
delivered himself of some most outrageous remarks concerning the Jews. 
In reply to the protests which came from every part of the assembly, the 
Governor sought to excuse himself by declaring that his insults were 
intended for foreign and not for native Jews. The Chief Rabbi of Turkey, 
on being informed of this incident, made representations to the Government 
requesting them to enquire into the matter and to punish the Governor in 
the event of his having used the language complained of. Asa result of 
these representations, the Minister of the Interior has dismissed the 
Governor, and replaced him by Halil Bey, Governor of Alexandretta. The 
action of the Minister conclusively proves that the Young Turk Cabinet 


adheres to the policy that no injustice whatsoever shall be done to non- 
Mohammedans. 


The Austrian Emperor and a Pressburg Synagogue. 


[From our Correspondent. | 
VIENNA. 

In the presence of high military and civil officials a tablet was unveiled 
on the [Sth ult. at the synagogue in Pressburg, commemorating the visit 
paid to this house of worship by the Emperor a tew months ago. When ona 
Visit to the town the Emperor noticed with much pleasure that the Jewish 
quarter, in contradistinction to other parts, was gaily decorated, and he 
drove through this district, stopping at the synagogue where he listened to 
an impromptu address of welcome from the rabbi. The tablet was unveiled 
ata special service held in honour of the Emperor’s 80th birthday. 


Jewish Charity in Paris. 

The “Comite de Bienfaisance Israclite de Paris,” the organisation which 
to a large extent corresponds with the London Jewish Board of Guardians, 
has issued the report for its last financial year. Figures which are given in 
the report afford an insight into the varied and fruitful labours of the 
important organisation administered by a distinguished and devoted band 
of Jewish communal workers in Paris. The receipts for the year amounted 
to 692,778 frances and the expenditure to 631,219 franes, but this happy excess 
of revenue over outgoings was due to extraordinary income which is not 
likely to be repeated. The daily relief rota granted assistance to 8,149 
persons at an outlay of 158,725 franes. Regular allowances accounted for 
121.029 franes; the maternity department, 58,257 franes ; the clothing depart- 
ment, 10,095 frances; the two soup kitchens (which distributed 236,857 
rations), 15,600 franes; speeial grants to families, 87,329 franes; Loans to 
the total value of 107,625 franes were granted to 167 persons. 


Acquisition of Property in Palestine. 
\From our Correspondent. | 
CONSTANTINOPLE, 
The statements published in certain Jewish newspapers in Western 

Europe. according to which the Turkish Governor has removed all restric- 
tions on the acquisition of property in Palestine by foréign Jews, is devoid 
of foundation. The Governor is acting very severely, not only. againt 
would-be Jewish purchasers who are of foreign nationality, but also against 
Ottoman Jews. In the course of an interview which the Chief Rabbi of 
Turkey had on the 25rd of August with the Minister of the Interior, he 
ealled His Excelleney’s attention to this subject, as well as to the innumera- 
ble difliculties which local authorities place in the way of foreign Jews, who 
had been established many years in Palestine and wish to become Ottoman — 
subjects. The reply of the Minister was tantamount to a nonpossumus, He 
suggested to the Chief Rabbi that he should renew his representations to 
the Prime Minister after his return from Kurope. 


The Odessa By-Election and the New Session. | 
The date of the by-election at Odessa is fast approaching, and General 
Tolmatchet! is suppressing all the preparations of the progressives and 
people are still afraid to discuss the coming contest. Any active campaign 
in favour of the Cadet candidate is out of the question.. The reactionaries 
alone are permitted to advertise their nominee. A newspaper has even 
been confiscated at St. Petersburg for venturing to deal with the Odessa 
by-election. In the circumstances, it is not surprising that M. Weinstein 1s 
afraid to accept the invitation to stand as a candidate. Remembering the 
fate that befell M. Brodsky, he regards the experiment as of great danger. 
The Municipality of Odessa has decided to exclude two hundred Jews from 
the register for using Russian first names. The reactionaries hoped that 
they would find a good many more such cases on the register, in order to 
secure the election of their nominee, but they were disappointed. ; 
M. Niseloviteh is returning from abroad, having greatly improved in 


health. He will proceed to St. Petersburg to resume work in connection 
with the Pale Bill. 


Turkish Ministers and Salonica Jews. 
‘From our Correspondent. | 
SALONICA. 

. Onthe 23rd of August our Chief Rabbi paid a visit to Djavid Bey, the 
Minister of Finanee, who was making a short stay in this city. The inter- 
view was extremely cordial. In the course of conversation, the Minister 
enquired into the quality of the instruction in the Tarkish language which 
was being given in the Jewish schools. The Chief Rabbi assured him that 
the utmost care was bestowed on this branch of education in every Jewish 
school, including the Talmud Torah and the Rabbinical Seminary “ Beth 
Joseph,” and he invited His Excellency to make a personal inspection in 
order that he might assure himself of this fact. Djavid Bey expressed the 
desire that German should be thoroughly taught in the Jewish educgtional 
establishments, as his recent journeys in Europe bad convinced him of the 
utility of that language, especially in Salonica, where an extensive Commerce 
was carried on with Geriwan-speaking countries. The Chief Rabbi promised 
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that his community. would give the most favourable consideration to this 
suggestion. 

The Chief Rabbi also visited the ex-Grand Vizier, Hilmi Pasha, who said 
that he had formed the highest opinion of the Jewish community and its 


leaders when he resided in Salonica as Inspector-General of Roumelia, s 


German Officer's Brutality to a Jewish Soldier. 

Lieutenant Julius Rohe, of the 5th Infantry Regiment, stationed at 
Bamberg, was tried before a court-martial for cruelty to a Jewish common 
soldier named Raphael Franck, the son of a Jewish cattle dealer. When the 
men were lying on the ground at rifle practice, Lieutenant Rohe shouted to 
Private Franck : “ Fellow, I will ride over thee and break thy bones.” With 
these words the oflicer spurred his horse to jump over Franck, then turned 
round and jumped back again. The soldier received such severe injuries 
from the horse's hoofs that he will bear the marks all his life, and has to 
undergo along period of medical treatment. Lieutenant Rohe was sen- 
tenced to twodays’ detention in his own apartments, —Standard. 


The Jews in Yemen. 
[From our Correspondent. | 
CONSTANTINOPLE. 

Since Talaat Bey has become Minister of the Interior, the situation in 
the province of Yemen, which, as your readers are aware, is peopled by 
different tribes who are continually at war, has changed completely. In 
accord with the Young Turk Committee, of which he is one of the most 
influential members, he dratted a programme of reforms, and before putting 
them into execution he sent, together with an armed force to disseminate the 
savage tribes who live by brigandage, emissaries of peace with orders to 
make known to the people the benefits resulting from the Constitution. 
Talaat Bey’s policy .has been entirely successful, for to-day the Central 
Government is thoroughly respected and obeyed. Tranquility has been 
restored in: the province and the heads of tribes, who claim. to be 
descendants of the prophet, have submitted. When anarchy reigned in 
Yemen it was natural that the Jews were the first to suffer from pillage and 
massacre. But since the general situation has improved the position of our 
coreligionists has been enormously ameliorated, although acts of injustice 
are still committed through force of circumstance, for which the Govern- 
ment cannot be held responsible. In Yemen, which is the centre of Moham- 
medan fanaticism, justice is. administered aeeording to the religious 
law which only permits Mohammedans to be witnesses at the tribunals. 
It occurs very often that Jews are accused of some offence or the other, and 
as the Court will not accept evidence from Jews who could have proved the 
innocence of the accused a conviction is easy and the sentence is as a rule

MANCHESTER. 


The recent strike of Jewish bakers in the East End of London 
las its Counterpart in Manchester and Salford. The men are 
agitating for a twelve-hours’ day, or seventy-two hours a week, 
With a day's rest on Saturday. The conditions under which 
some of the journeymen work are ona par with those recently obtaining in 
the London establishments. Mr. A. Levy, Seeretary of the men’s trade 
union, is reported to have said to a Daily Dispatch representative that some 
of the men are obliged to work “ seven days a week and sometimes ten.” He 
observed that there were bakehouses in Salford and Manchester which were 
totally unfit to work in, and, says the reporter, “he mentioned how one 
young fellow deopped exhausted by his oven, and had to be taken to the 
Jewish Hospital, where he is now a patient.”

extension. Councillor Badlay asked what the charges on the rates had 
been by these baths, and Mr, Mitchell (Deputy City Treasurer) replied that 
the nett cost, from the opening to the present time, after providing for 
sinking fund, had been £855. Mr. Badlay said he agreed that the extension 
was necessary, but contended that the whole. cost ought to be paid out of 
revenue.

FAILURE OF LITERARY SOCIETIES. 
TO THE RDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sirk,—Your comments on the failure of Literary Societies attracted my 
ttention chiefly because the subject was discussed quite recently ‘by a 
number of students who met together for the purpose of organising and 

nducting a new Literary Society on new lines. The reasons then expressed 
for the non-suecess of existing Societies were chielly deduced from an 
inalysis of the constitution and objects of the individual Societies con- 
corned. The following considerations may, in some-measure, account for 
the decline or fall of some of our 
Socleties 

|. Societies like the ordinary Social and Literary Societies are open to 
ceneral membership, and consequently contain‘only a few members who are 
keen on the literary side. These distinctive members could easily withdraw 
from the ordinary Society and combine to form an 
society. 

2. Societies like the Jewish Historic:l Society provide mainly for those 
who are already more or less recognised scholars, and the average student 
eels too diftident to join a society in which he might possibly tind himself

1 object to appeal suflictently to all students. No matter how welcome a 
member a man may be, he will not be disposed to join or at 
with whose limited objects he is not in complete sympathy.

My resolution was so worded as to ensure the Society against any 
e\uality (far less any prevalence) of the non-Jewish element; but as a

tie admission of non-Jews is temporarily in abeyance. I think that the 
i fusion of non-Jewish blood into the system would prove entirely beneficial. 
Alternatively, were meetings held on Sunday evenings (a3 in the West End 
Soviety) | think better attendances would result than on other evenings, when 
members may find it difficult to reconcile the varying claims of business, 
rocreation and pleasure. 

The objection has been raised by some people that the programmes 
arranged are above the mental sapacity of the average member; but sure] Vv 
ts true that aspiration not achievement, quest not conquest, should be 
tie inspiring motto of the societies, that is to say, a high standard. And 
bois Lean affiem from my own experience, namely, that improved audiences 
have not attended when merely popular evenings have been arranged, so 
that no encouragement is offered for their promotion. oe 

Two other suggestions I should like to offer, the first being that the 
Neetings should be held at the houses of the members instead of being 
relegated to whitewashed “association cells”; this is really an excellent 
‘uggestion to emanate from one who is not a householder.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE “* JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

SIR,—I crave your permission to reply to some editorial observations on 
the subject of the Jewish Literary Societies, which appeared in your last 
issue. You say that “our literary societies, almost without exception, have 
been dismal failares.”’ One is tempted to ask when is a failure not a failure ? 
Or, what is a failure? : 

Can a Society like the North London Jewish Literary Union, which has 
been established for over thirteen years, and is entering upon a new session 
with an excellent syllabus, be said to be a failure? Yet I have lectured 
before it to empty benches, though Ihave also lectured to a full hall. It is 
not necessarily lack of interest in Jewish history and literature that keeps 
an audience away. Rain, illness, a clash of fixtures—sometimes an almost 
uncanny concomitation of circumstances —will empty the lecture-room, and 
the casual visitor present on such occasions would be tempted to use the 
word * failure.” After all, a continued existence for several years indicates 
the need and demonstrates the supply.

Similarly a literary society is not necessarily 
a failure because it ceases .to exist. I have been connected with 
two societies now defunct. One had quite glortous career as 
its compendious annual reports prove. A strange variety of causes led 
to its demise. Lonce facetiously declared that it was a victim of ill-omen, 
a$ it had successively as its President a lawyer, a doctor and a clergyman ! 


While it lived it founded a Jewish library, the books of which are. still. 


in circulation. The Society did not wholly die because some of its members 
formed themselves into a study circle, which; under most brilliant leader- 
ship, worked through a whole book of Jewish history and sociology last 
winter, and proposes to start another after the High Festivals. Is a society 
a failure which gives birth to sustained effort of this kind ? 

The other 'society with which I was connected was more truly literary 
than any | have known. There were no outside fecturers. All the literary 
fare was provided by the members themselves. Some were new to Jewish 
subjects, and I know several cases in which interest, first aroused in that 
intimate circle, has survived and borne good fruit as, indeed, your own 
columns have testified, and the syllabuses of other societies have shown. It 
died, if IT remember rightly, by a casting vote, half the members being 
anxious for its continuanee. Did its death denote failure? I think not. 

In vour Jeremiad on the subject of the * failure” of Literary Societies 
you appear to have overlooked an important element of the psychology of 
the Jewish mind. The Jew loves change. He soon tires of one set of con- 
ditions and thirsts for new. This is especially noticeable in the Kast End, 
where societies die and are re-born almost every week. In spite of this 
game of hateh and despatch, good work is being done all the time, and the 
word © failure,” I contend, cannot be legitimately applied to the movement 
asa whole 

There .s another point. [submit that it is therapeutically unsound to 
insist too much on the bad condition of a patient. Suggest that he is well, 
and very often he becomes well. [If you tell a sufferer that his case is hope- 
less, the chances are that he will eomiuiit suicide. May not some literary 
societies have voluntarily terminated their existence owing to the fact that 


it was too often dinned into their ears that they were “ failures ?”

We recently quoted a statement from a Moroccan paper to the eflect that 
the Papal ‘Secretary of State nad sent a letter to all the bishops of the

INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE WITH 


MR. NATHAN STRAUS. | 


In the course of the correspondence which has appeared in our colurnns 
on the subject. of the Board of GU irdians and Pare Milk, frequent reference 
lias been made to the work of Mr. Nathan 
Straus. of New York, who for two decades 
has been devoting a great deal of time and 
enormous sums. of money to the provision 
of pure milk for the childret of the poor, 
As a result of his indefatigable efforts, 
thousands of lives have been saved. Mr. 
Straus has just been in Europe on his 
mission of merey, and during a brief stay 
in London he gave: a representative of the 
JEWISH CHRONICLE an account of his work 
and the wondertul results he has achieved 
in the reduction of infantile mortality.

How the Work Began. 

When did you commence your pure milk campaign? our representative 
asked. 

“About twenty vears ago. 1 was Park Commissioner in New York. 
People used to sell mitk in the booths at five cents a glass. My wife, who 
used to visit the parks, called my attention to the poor and adulterated 
character of the milk sold, and urged me to stop its further distribution, on 
the ground of the harm it must have done to the child consumers. |

I suppose you met with a lot of opposition ? 

* The movement has, of course, been opposed from the start by interested 
persons, and during my absence from New York there has been a campaign 
against me in the New York Herald. do not mind being attacked when I 
am at hand to refute the extraordinary charges broucht against me, but. | 
resent attacks behind my back. To give you an instance of the reckless 
way in which the campaign is being conducted, the New York Herald has 
published photographs of milk-stores which are net mine atalland for which 
[| have no responsibility. But IT am content to be judged by the results 
achieved.” 

Mr. Straus's threat to close hisdepots in consequenee of the unwarranted 
attacks made upon him has brought him a sheaf of cableyrams asking if. the 
report is true and begging him to reconsider his decision. 


Wholesale Philanthropy. 

Mor how many installations are you responsible ? 

“There are seventeen in New York and six in Washington, which are 
run entirely at my own expense. I have also established stations in twenty 
cities inthe United States, Germany, England and [reland.” 

Mr. Straus has given a large property at Lakewood, New Jersey, for the 
establishment of a Preventorium for children threatened with tuberculosis. 


His philanthropic labours have received recognition from publie authorities, — 


heads of municipalities, and heads of governments. Mr. Straus, perhaps, 
appreciates most of all the gratitude of the poor he has helped by his noble 
work. The Grand Duchess of Baden, whom he deseribes as “the best 
beloved woman in Kurope,” takes a very keen interest in his work, and 
recently sent him a picture in token of her appreciation of his humani- 
tariam labours. Here is one out of many of the medical testimonials con- 
stantly being paid to Mr. Straus’s work. It was written to a friend of Mr.

Mr. Straus added that he had invented a home pasteuriser, which cost 
about 4s. He allows anyone to manufacture it, and is only too pleased to see

If you could ensure pure milk, pasteurisation would be unnecessary »

Reducing Infantile Mortality. 
You have achieved the 
mortality ? 

“ Wherever I have established an installation the reduction of infantile 
mortality has been never less than 25 per ecent., and averages from 3 
eent. to 50 per cent. I was at one time President of the Health Bourd in 
New York. There is a settlement for destitute children on Randall's Isiind 
and it has its own herd of cows. Shortly after I resigned my office I ostatb- 
lished a pasteurisation plant on the island, and the death-rate dropped ts 
more than 50 per cent. At a place called Sandhausen, near Heid: 
where the staple industry is cigar-making and most of the mothers Q 
work, | started a creche and a pasteurisation plant some three years 
ago and succeeded in reducing the death-rate to half. After [ return 
to America, want of funds prevented full use being made of the plin: 
there was a return to the old system. This summer I obtained j rom 
of co-operation from the authorities and installed a system of free distr:

Have you achieved any results in this country ? 

‘Tinstalled a plant in Dublin, where the results are exceedingly oratity- 
ing. Lady Aberdeen’s secretary stayed with me in New York for the purpose 
of studying my methods, which have been applied in the Irish.capital with 2reat 
success. Her Ladyship (whois, by the way, a very good friend of our poopie 
telegraphed this week to say that the death-rate among the children receiving 
pasteurised milk from the dopot is only 46 per cent., whereas the averice 
infantile mortality in Dublin is 14 per cent. These figares are all the more 
striking when it is remembered that the children sent to the depot are al! 
ailing and sickly, and therefore chances are against them. Lady Aberdeen 
adds that the use of pasteurised milk, modified to suit each case and diveren! 
ages of infants, has been found an unqualified success in the camjpatey 
carried on against infantile mortality by the Women’s National Hewitt 
Association of. lreland.” 


Twenty five Million Bottles of Milk! 


Mr. Straus stated that he has distributed no less than 25,000,000 bol tes 
of milk, issuing as many as 3-4,000,000 bottles a year. Fifteen i iion 
bottles of the milk have been specially prepared from the prescript: "5 0! 
Professor Abraham Jacobi (a Jew), who is doyen of the medical faculty ‘0 
New York, and has devoted himself specially to children’s diseases. 

Is the milk given free ? our representative enquired. 

“The milk is accessible to everybody at about half what it cos's [0 
produce. Those who cannot afford to pay receive it free of charge. he 
physicians of the Health Department, settlement workers and al! sho 
labour among the poor are supplied with gratuitous coupons. Million 0! 
bottles have been dispensed in this way. My work has always been t 
tarian ; the poor and suffering of every creed appeal to me alike.” 


| Municipal Support. 

Has your work received support from the municipal authorities ° 

“ To some extent it has, but I hold very strongly that this work \ ~° 
important that it should not be left to the chance of private effort, “1° | 
should welcome a general extension of the work by the mun 
authorities.” 

Although Mr. Straus is proud of the installations he has establishe: 
so many centres, he is still more proud of his propaganda work in enligh'«' 
ing the people. He expressed his acknuwledgments of the assistance he )°' 
received from the Press, and said that he regarded this aid as so vali 


that he would always put himself out to give information to representa''\' 
of the Press.

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Information Wanted 

Jews, more than any other section of the people, have reason to re 
ibsence of this question from the Census schedule. Had it been 
uded, we should have been furnished with valuable information as to the 
nbers of Jews, their ages, birthplaces, occupations and distribution. We 
sjciid have known to what extent they followed professtons, commerce or 
industey. We should have been able to state row many women over. say 20 
veirs of age, were married ; and of these how many supplemented the family 
earnings by going out to work or by some torm of home employment. 
Materials would have been rendered available for the ealeulation of infant 
{ general mortality among Jews, and comparisons would have been 
possible on all these matters with the general community. It would have 
been possible to say how far the smaller mortality among Jews was due to 
greater inherent vitality, or to the fact that they followed occupations 
which, in general, were less injurious to health. More than anv other 
Uerials which have ever been furnished respecting the Jewish community 
this evidence would have proved the value, economieally, socially and 

morally of the Jewish contingent in the British population. 


Economic Aspect of Jewish Nationalism.

Opportunities afforded by Present Conditions. 

Although sach an inquiry will be met at once by the assertion that the 
present occupation of a Jew is no eriterion of the occupation he would 
lollow if he were a member of an independent nation, the fact remains that 
suc an exchange could only be brought about in general by some economic 
loss. As an individual, he may be adaptable to special conditions, easily 

istoming himself to the special needs of anew environment ; yet itis 
uijuestionable that by examining the occupations he now follows in free 
couluunities we are likely to obtain better knowledge of his capacities. 
Speaking broadly, it may be asserted that the occupations followed by Jews 
in -ountries like the United States, Germany, England, indicate those to 
Which the Jews aga body are best adapted. If this be so, then any con- 
siderable transfer to other classes, such as would-be required if the nation 
is to be complete and more or less independent, must represent some 
Sacrifice, possibly considerable, of the highest economic productivity of the 
individuals.

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IN DAYS THAT ARE PASSED. 
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SOME TRAGIC MEMORIES. 


Perhaps it is something more than a coincidence that the anniversary of 
the two destructious of Jerusalem should find itself set in the centre of a 
cluster of anniversaries of massacres of Jews at different periods. and in 
different parts of the world. On the ES8th of July, 1290, the Jews were 
expelled from England. The l%th of July last was the five hundredth anni- 
versary of the burning of thirty-eight martyrs at Berlin, who had been 
accused of desecrating the host, and as a sequel the Jews as a body were 
expelled from that erty. (On duly 22nd, TA06, the day after the Fast of Ab, 
the Jews of France were, as a body, thrown into prison by Philip the Fair, 
and, after having been despoiled of their wealth, were banished the country. 
The following day is the auniversary of a massacre of the Jews at. Wurzburg 
In 1298. duly 24th is a doubly-black day in the Jewish calendar... On that 
day in 1716, a number of Jews were massacred at. Posen, and still more 
recently, in the same date earned undying notoriety on account of a 
al July 25th is even blacker. On that date in’ a 
massacre of Jews occurred at Lyons. Four hundred and forty-cight years 
later Valladolid was the scene of the martyrdom of a number of . Marranos. 
In 1,0 the Jews were expelled from Vienna, The next auniversary in this 
gloomy ealendar appears four divs later, on the 29th of the same month, On 
that day olf vears aco, attacks on the Jews of Nordlingen ted to the com- 
plete annibilation of the Jewish community of that citv. The following day 


is the anniversary of a pogrom at Bielostok in 1905 and outbreaks in 
\Moroeeo two years. later. July in 1192 was the last day 


appointed for the expulsion of the Jews from Spain. On the first of 
August, 1298, 69S Jews were massacred at Naremberg, and, as late as August 
2nd, an anti-Jewish riot-occcurred at Wiirzburg. 

After Tisha B’Ab has passed these anniversarics of mourning become 
less frequent. August oth, Li9l, was the occasion of a widespread massacre 
of the Jews of Barcelona. © On the following day, bat L4S years earlier, the 
the Jews of Kitzingen were massacred, On. the ltdith of August, 1905, there 
Vas another pogrom at Bielostok. After an interval of a week there is a 
renewed outburst of these sinister anniversaries. On the 22nd of August, 
1491, many Jews suffered martyrdom in Tyrnau, in Hungary, and the same 
day a hundred-and-thirty years later was prominent in the attacks on the 
Jews of Frankfurt-on-the-Main led by the agitator Fettmilch. On_ the 
following day in 131% the Jews of Mayence suffered massacre. August the 
Sith, the lase black day in the month, is the anniversary of an expulsion of the 
Jews from Cologne in 1426, and a massacre in Majorica in 1391. Thus, we 
reach the edge of the sombre setting in which Tisha b’Ab has been placed 
by history and Fate. 

Rachel. 


The movement on. foot to erect amonument to the memory of the great 
tragedienne, Rachel, at her birthplace Munf, in the Canton of Aargau, 
Switzerland (which was mentioned in the JEWISH CHRONICLE of the 17th 
June!, reminds me that it was quite by accident that this little-known Swiss 
village obtained the honour of the birthplace of the greatest aetress of her 
generation, for the Felix family, which at that time led a nomad existence, 
had only arrived at the village a few days previously, and as soon as possible 
they continued their journey. Rachel's father, Abraham Felix, had, like 
inost of his fellow-Jews of Germany and Alsace of that generation, had a 
cood Jewish education, and there was some intention apparently of devoting 
him to the service of thecommunity. Resaungustae domi, however—awife and 
an ever-increasing family—compelled him to seek some more lucrative 
employment. He went into business, but was not over successful there, and 
he speedily sank to the level of a travelling, or rather wandering, pedlar. It 
thus arose that the home of the. Felix family was nowhere, and that every 
child was born in a different district, spread over three countries. For ten 
years the family spent this nomad life, but at the end of this decade the 
superior energy and industry of the mother of the family, secured a settle- 
ment at Lyons, and it was there that Rachel, together with her eldest sister 
Sara, sang and recited in the streets in order to beg a few coppers from the 
passers-by. In these circumstances, Rachel’s great career commenced, 
and it would seem that Lyons rather than Munf deserves the honour 
of having produced the tragedienne. 


Samuel Holdheim. 


Samuel Holdheim, Rabbi and author, leader of the extreme wing in 
German Reform Judaism has been dead just half-a-century—to be exact, he 
died at Berlin on the 22nd of August, 1860, As is often the case with the leaders 
of religious reform movements, Holdheim was well versed in the learning of 
the orthodox party. His parents were rigidly orthodox, and he himself, 
while still a boy, was famous for his Talmudic knowledge. As a graduate of 
a German University, the young rabbi, however, soon became suspect to 
the party.in Jewry to which be himself belonged, and in consequence he had 
to wait until he had entered his thirty-first year before he obtained a 
ra binieal appointment. His first business after obtaining office was to set 
about raising and modernising the position of the profession to which he 
now belonged. One of the means to this end was the creation of a Jewish 
theological faculty. Gradually and more-rapidly as time passed his views 
broadened and became more and more progressive and advanced. by 1841, 
the midst of the Hamburg Temple controversy, Holdheim had ranged himself 
definitely with the advanced Keform Party. From one controversy and 
contention Holdheim proceeded to another, and the remainder. of his life 
was never free from strife and discussion. Yet he was not as extreme in 
his views as were some ot his coadjutors. For instance, while holding the 
view that circumcision was by no means a sacrament of initiation, he yet 
voted for its retention as a Jewish religious law. the other hand, at the 
Reformgenossenschatt at Berlin, of which he was the leader, he eflected the 
introduction of the Sunday day of worship and the abolition of the second 
davs of the festivals except of Rosh Hashana. Moreover, be did not refuse 
to ofliciate at mixed marriages. When Holdheim died, an unseemly con- 
troversv arose about the burial that was to be accorded him. An endeavour 
was made to exclude him from the row of graves reserved for rabbis, but 
the scheme failed and every honour, despite his advanced views, was 
accorded him at the Jewish cemetery in Berlin. 

| The Bayswater Synagogue and the Orphan Asylum. 

Fifty years ago there were two building projects agitating the Jewish 
eommunity of the metropolis. “The Bayswater Synagogue was not opened 
until July 1863. Nevertheless, the leading article in the JEWISH CHRONICLE 
of August 3rd, 1860, was entitled “The Projected Bayswater Synagogue 
and the following week the readers were informed of the purchase of land 
for the synagogue in the Harrow Road, The writer of the leading articie 
lamented the absence of a communal fund from which from time to time 
advances might be made for the erection of new synagogues—the creation 
of the United Synagogue a decade later answered this appeal-_ and flagellated 
the lethargy which allowed Jews to migrate tv all parts of London without 
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any attempt being made to afford them opportunities for public worship. 

The writer censured the existing congregations—with the exception of 
two —for having refused to combine for the establishment of a synagogue in 
Bayswater and continued, “If-it is considered that out of eighty Jewish 
householders residing in the Bayswater district . . not twenty have 
as yet offered their contributions it will be admitted that the 
majority of those for whose especial benefit the new place of worship is 
designed cunnot be acquitted of the charge of culpable apathy.” | 

The Jews’ Hospital, which had originally been opened at Mile End in 
18u7, was found to be quite unsuitable in its accommodation about 1809. 
Immediately two generous donors came forward and offered to present 
ground for « building. »-Mr. Henry Moses placed land at Caterham Junction 
at the disposal of the institution, and Mr. Barnett Meyers offered a site at 

‘Norwood. The latter site was accepted and the removal to the new building 
was effected in 1863. In the Jewish CHRONICLE of August 3rd, 1860, the 
announcement was made that a tender tor the erection of the new building 
had been accepted. 

| Dr. Marcus Kalisch. 

On Tuesday, the 25rd of August, just a quarter of a century had elapsed 
since the death of Mareus Kalisch, the distinguished Hebraist and Biblieal 
scholar. Dr. Kalisch was of German birth, although his father had acted for 
a short time as Shochet at Ipswich. The son was educated at the High 
School and University of Berlin, but political events in 1S4d8 compelled him, 
like so many other distinguished Jews who afterwards beeame domiciled in 
Moagland, to leave the Continent and he aecordingly took refuge in this 
country. In England he first supported himself by means of literature, but 
was appointed Secretary to the Chief Rabbi. At this period he 
oceasionally gave addresses in London Synagogues. During the course ot 
these years Dr. Whalisch came under the notice of Baroness Lionel de Roths- 
child, who took a great interest in the young scholar. He was appointed 
tutor to her children, and also to the daughters of Sir Anthony de Roths-

Agricultural Pursuits Neglected. 

(ne cannot fail to be intensely strack by the startling differences shown 
by these figures for Jews and the Empire respectively. In the first place, it 
is seen that agriculture occupies only 5 out of every 1,000 of Jewish males, 
compared with 173 for the German Empire. As is well known, Germany is 
not a country which is completely self-contained in the products of the 
agricultural industry. A considerable amount of corn is imported from 
America and continental countries, and meat is also imported across the 
frontiers. It follows that the proportion following agricultural occupations 
in Germany is smaller than if that country were completely independent of 
outside sources for her food supplies. And yet in that country the propor- 
tion of agriculturists is thirty-five times as large as among Jews. The 
explanation may be that Jews have no love for agrarian occupation; if so, 
that is a fact of undoubted significance. On the other hand, it may be that 
the German land laws are such as to forbid Jews from any active participa- 

ion in work on the land. Whatever the explanation, the matter is one 
deserving the fullest investigation by all who are concerned in the economic 
future of the nation. 

Manufacturing Employments. 

Turning next to the group of so-called productive industries, there is 
azain noticeable a considerabie disparity between Jews and others, Out of 
every 1,000 males there are 170 engaged in these branches among Jews and 
300 among other classes. The disparity is even more striking when it is 
noticed that there is u larger proportion of adults and, therefore, of wage- 
earners among Jews. If the Jewish workers are analysed still further, we 
find that the total of 18.000 is made up of 11,499 im the elothing, boot and 
shoe, and similar trades, 11,609 in the preparation of foodstulls and the 
making of table luxuries, 3,122 in making machinery, instruments and 
apparatus, 2.732 in metal-workigg trades, 2.629 in building, 2.698 in textile 
trades, 2,152 in the leather trades, and 2,010 in the wood trades. 

In connection with these figures another point of some interest emerges 
from an examination of the fuller returns. Out of the 18,000 male Jews

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The general features of this table resemble those already discussed in 
the case of males. The proportions occupied in agriculture are small ; those 
engaged in industries’ are appreciably fewer than for the general 
(ierman public, while the proportion of women occupied in commercial under- 
takings exceeds that forall women. Adding groups A to E andG, representing 
all those who follow definite occupations (including domest i¢ service), about 
189 ont of every 1,000 Jewish females are earning their owa living, completely 
or partially, by daily work of diferent descriptions. The sane groups among 
the general community inelude 504 per 1.000. of the population. We see 
here how the traditional Jewish virtues of keeping the women at home 
and leaving the men to work are fally borne out by German experience. 


Conclusions. 

The eonclusions it appears right to draw from the figures here given 
embodving German experience, may be briefly summarised as follows : 

1. In Germany agricultural pursuits are almost entirely neglected by 
Jows. 

»# They are coneerned, toa much less degree than the general popula- 
tion. in the manufacturing industries. 

$. Relative to their numbers.a much larger. proportion of Jews are 
engaged in trade and commerce (ive., distribution and exchange than among 
non-Jews. 

It is probable that the reason for these differences IS that the Jewish 
temperament and character is better adapted to commercial than to manu- 
facturing pursuits.

StkR,—It was far from my intention to cause any annoyance to the Rev. 
S. Levy when lL addressed my letter to you under the above heading a fort- 
night ago. JI endeavoured to treat the matter on which I wrote in a strictly 
reneral manner, and it was only because Mr. Levy, who it appears has 
become the ofticial apologist of the Society, was the writer of the letter in 
vour issue previous to that in which my communication appeared, that I intro- 
duced his name into the discussion at all. Nevertheless, fam not sorry that 
my letter has produced a reply trom Mr. Levy, for as the gentleman most 
intimately connected with the management of the Society and the direction 
of its policy during recent years, he is undoubtedly the best qualified to 
defend its shortcomings. | 
In the first place, | should like to correct one slip | made in my former 
communication. Writing at a considerable distance from my library I over- 
looked one work, Mr. Wolf's ‘“ Menasseh ben Israel,” for which the Society 
deserves every credit. For the eight quarto volumes I therefore wish to 
substitute nine, and as a consequence the conclusion of my third paragraph 
should read: >“ Tt comes therefore to this that during the seventeen years 
of the Society's existence it has published only five volumes (including 
Mr. Wolf's) of material, for the collection of which alone the Society in 
reality exists, together with a further four volumes of more popular 
historical work, which should be considered by the Society as a relaxation 
rather than a primary business. This averages at somewhat over half : 
volume a year or approximately £325 per volume. (1 wish it to be under- 
stood that this figure is merely an approximation. I have not the material 
at my disposal to ensure greater accuracy ).”’ 
By this statement I take my stand, and I do not see that Mr. Levy, in 
spite of the great length of his reply, the greater portion of which is 
entirely beside the mark, has controverted it inthe slightest. 
was not of the volume of output by the Society. It was of the quality, or 
rather the nature, of the output. My point was that the first duty of the 
Society was to devote itself to scientific, historical research. -As a relaxa- 
tion it might publish popular works dealing with Anglo-Jewish history. ° No 
work outside of the domain of Anglo-Jewish History should, however, be 
touched until its primary duty has been performed. Of the twenty books 
published by the Society during the past seventeen years (I exclude from 
this list the fragments of volumes Vl.and VIL. of the Transactions. inasmuch 
as they cannot yet be considered to have been published, and Mr. Henriques’s 
two volumes which were not published by the Society, although I under- 
stand that Mr. Henriques very kindly presented a number of copies of the 
works for distribution among the members), only five fulfilled the first 
function of the Society and a further four were, in my opinion, justifiable 
only as a relaxation. | 
If I cared to follow Mr. Levy in his details I have no doubt that I could 
score many points against him as he lays himself open-to rejoinder on almost 
every line. [do not wish, however, that this controversy should be lost in 
detail or in. personal matters. I desire that as a result, the Society shall 
turn its activities into genuine scientific lines and not fritter away its 
-energies as it has done in the past. I should like the good example set by 
the Jatest publication, Mr. Rigg’s third volume, to be followed rigorously 
and books of poems or biography or essays not dealing with Anglo-Jewish 
history, no matter how good they may be, to find a publisher and market 
elsewhere. Above all, 1 hope that even at this late day the fast perishing

From the East End. 


‘From our Correspondent. | 
A relic of Mr. Jsracl Zangwill's early days at the Jews’ Free School has 
been lent to the writer by Mr. Arthur Hyams. It is in the form of a small, 
well-thumbed volume, entitled “ Naval and Military Records of Rugbeians. 
Especial interest, however, attaches to the boyish scrawl on the fly-leal :— 

“ISRAEL ZANGWILL, 
No. | Room. 

Steal not this book for fear of shame, 
For in it stands the owner 8 name, 
And when you die, God will say, 
Where is the book you stole away 


It appears that the volume came into the possession of one of Mr. | 


Zangwill's school chums (now deceased), by whose relatives it is treasured 
as a souvenir of the drab school-days of the gifted novelist.

able. The. visitors had no alternative buat to keep the nine days with a 
strictness quite foreign to them. 


In a case of this deseription what is the remedy? <A supply of the 
Argentine frozen meat would have done away with all diflicultv. In the 
first place the meat is of good quality, it needs none of the preparation 
necessitated by freshly-killed meat, and its palatability is unquestionable. 
As far as can be observed, the poorer class is slowly conquering its prejudice 
against an article which, in most cases, it has not taken the trouble to 
sample. Our Jewish public, said a leading official of the Shechita Board to 
me, is extraordinarily conservative... They seem to think an imported article 
cannot possibly be wholesome because it is cheap. ‘ Why not offer free 
samples?" I hazarded., “A splendid idea,” was the ready reply, * but, of 
course,” he added, “1 am speaking unofficially.” Nothing further has been 
heard of the campaign against the article, and probably nothing will. 

On .Sunday, * Petticoat Lane” entertained unawares Mr. Booker T. 
Washington, the leader of America’s negro population. Vivacious aceounts 
of the eminent gentleman's experiences in * The Lane” have appeared in 
contemporaries,—narratives both plain and coloured. 

The narrow thoroughfare was packed with stalls and customers, and the

What struck me most in the Hast End,’ Mr. Washington is reported to have 
said, ‘was the cheapness of the food. That is specially true of the price of meat, The 
Same Class of meat would be a great deal dearer in my country, though, on the other 
hand,a good deal of what I'saw would not be touched by the black population of 
America. 

The visitor's remarks, it should be explained, had no reference to the 
Jewish butchers and their wares, nor to the chilled meat from Argentina. 

The kosher omnibuses have rumbled along on their last journey—that 
is, aS far as I know. Let me hasten to explain that these vehicles. 
popularly dubbed kosher by their patrons, have plied for hire between 
Stepney Green and the West Ead for some considerable length of time. 
Fully ninety-nine per cent. of the patrons of these ancient conveyances 
were local Jewish residents, mostly young women, who found them con- 
venient as offering a rare good pennyworth to City Road and its environs. 
The passenger by. the nine o'clock ‘bus was enabled to hear—whether he 
liked it or no—all the latest authentic information relative to the social 
doings of East Ead Jewry. Whether you remained outside or inside, some 
choice bit of news was certain to strike upon your unwilling ear. The 
engagement on the tapis, the latest dress, doings at the factory, and the 
attentions of “ that smart young fellow at our elub "—the Jewish Working 
Men’s Club ’—all came under your notice. And you either smiled or buried 
yourself in the convenient columns of the morning paper. 

The clientele of the Stepney Green ’buses formed, indeed, a merry 
family party. One came across the same faces morning after morning, and 
one was enabled to gather suflicient material in the course of a month for 
the compilation of an up-to-date “Children of the Ghetto.” Well, the 
‘buses have disappeared, sold mayhap to a ’bus proprietor to whom sentiment 
has no meaning. Whether the musty old vehicles will ever reappear, is on the 
knees of the gods. In the meantime you willespy whilom passengers making 
their way to the railway station, too intent upon catching the eight-forty 
train to spare amoment for the exchange of those confidences that made the 
journey appear all too short. | :
